22 seats in all with control in 
Ipoh alone. 

Tho outcome of the Alliance 
defeat In Ipoh cameo as no 
wurptise to Alliance chiefs 
who said that if the Alllance 
had been beaten In the rural 
areas—"“‘the rural population 
are ozr, backbono’’—thia 
would have been caused for 
anxiety, 

Many attribute the defeat in 
Ipoh by the PPP as a refiection 
of the Alliance’ present educa- 
tion policy, which many Chinese 
have described as a means of 
killing Chinese culture in 
Malaya.

The most obvious reason for 
their defeat in Ipoh fs that 
since they lost control of the 
town council in 10957, the 
Malayan Chinese Association— 
one of the parties that make up 
the Alllance—has never been 


able to recover their lost 


“ground In the town. 


For Malays in the country 
it is now the big “sur- 
name” hunt, This fol- 
lows a proposal by the 
Federal Prime Minister, 
Tengku Abdu! Rahman, 
thet Malays in the 
country should adopt sur- 
names.

The 
Mohamed Khir is the ministor’s 
first name while the Jchari is 
his father’s first name, Ia 
other words no surnama—one 
of the few places in Asia when 
people do not have surnames. 

The minister has found an 
easy way out of the situation, 
He has deleted the bin (sca of) 
from his name and has now 
ndopted. his father’s first name 
Johari as his sumame.

‘ATTLE breeders are 
asking the Govern- 
ment to put up about 
£20,000 for a trial-by- 
weight scheme to im- 
prove Britain’s beef.. 


They want to buy about 12 
mobile weighing machincs to 
start the world’s first national 
recording scheme for beet 
cattle, 

These machines will tour the 
farms to weigh young beef 
bulls, and later their calves, 
to find the animals that put on 
welght fastest in the’ right 
places. 


The system is already being 
tried out on a small scale in 
Britain but the National Farm- 
ers’ Unfon and the National 
Cattle Breeders’ Association 
want Jt to be mnde avaliable to 
every xo ahead farmer. 

So they are setting up 
working party to plan a Gov- 
ernment-backed development 
corporation which will organise 
the welghings regionally and 
keep the records. 


BY LOOKS 


Up to now: the breeding of 
pedigree beef cattle has been 
based mainly on standards of 
appearance. But the best-look- 
ing bulls do not always put on 
welght fastest, and commercial 
farmers want animals which 
will produce beefy, quick- 
growling calves. 

The trial-by-weight scheme 
will help breeders to find the 
most profitable animals. 

Mr Christopher Soames, | 
Minister of Agriculture, is 
keen on the Idea, and he fs 
meeting representatives of 23 
breed socleties next week to 
discuss details. 

Said Mr Kenneth Bawtry, 
beef committee chairman of 
the breeders’ association: “We 
have had the greatest co-opcra- 
tion from the Minlstry and Mr 
Seames wants the scheme to be 
working in the autumn. 

“We hope to cover 150 to 200, 
herds a year, weighing caitle 
two, or more times a year. 

“Tt will help us to compare 
the Charollais, which the Gov- 
ernment is importing from 
France, with our own brecds."
